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Guthrie, Okla., June 25.— The wheat 
harvest in Oklahoma is now on in 
full sw ing and m ost of the crop will 
be 
gathered 
by 
the 
first of 
July. 
\\ hile the state board of agriculture 
bas not yet com piled figures upon 
the estim ated yield of wheat for this 
year, 
indications 
from 
unofficial 
sources are that the total crop will 
be about 12,000,000 bushels. 
.The wheat yield in Oklahoma last 
S 
^year was a 
little 
over 
17,000,000 
bushels. The acreage this year, how­ 
ever, has 'been reduced l l per cent 
and the grow ing condition has fall­ 
en considerably below the condition 
of wheat for the year before at var­ 
ious stages of its deveopment. It can 
scarcely be hoped therefore that the 
report of the 
board of agriculture 
^ 
show a total production up to 
the figures of last year. H owever, the 
last few weeks have been ideal for 
the developm ent of the crop and the 
condition 
has 
m aterially 
improved 
since the last report of the board 
of 
agriculture, 
indicating 
that 
the 
average yield per acre may come up 
to 12 bushels, although it is more 
likely to lie about l l 
bushels per 
A acre. Basing the total production up­ 
on the l l per cent reduction of acre­ 
age and this estim ated yield per acre 
the total crop would not quite reach 
the 12,006,000 bushel mark. 
Scattering reports from over the 
state indicate that the wheat of this 
year is of good quality, although not 
A Quite up to the average 
yield 
per 
acre of last year. Late frosts and 
cold damp weather in the spring and 
early sum m er retarded the grow’th 
of the wheat crop in som e sections 
•while in the western and central por­ 
tions of the state dry weather, high 
w inds and hail reduced the crop to 
som e extent. Remembering their ex­ 
perience of two years ago when the 
jgreen bug took 40 per cent of the 
year crop reduced the r .. ; y£ Id to 
11.000,000 bushels, the farmers have 
reduced the acreage o p when* within 
the last two years until it is atoout 
40 per c nt less than in 1907. With 
wheat sellin g at tile beginning of the 
harvest at from $1.05 to $1.08 per 
bushel, however, the wheat growers 
of

state 
will 
realize 
fully

, year as in 1908 and possibly more. 
The high prices of wheat this year 
and the predictions that wheat will 
m aintain its skyward tendencies for 
som e time to come it is likely that 
a greater acreage of wheat will be 
sown this fall than last. 
The top notch price for wheat this 
year so far reported is being receiv­ 
ed by the farm ers near Covington in 
Garfield county who have arranged 
to sell their wheat at $1.10 a bushel.

THE FATE OF TRE WICKED. 
From Oklahoma Baptist Journal. 
Sermon by Rev. J. T. Nevins. 
Psalm 9-17. “The wicked shall be 
turned back into Sheol. Even all the 
nations that forget God." 
The separation of the righteous and 
the wicked is necessary to the vindi­ 
cation of God s justice. God hates 
sin, and tor this reason sin must (be 
punished not as some have thought, 
in order that we may have better 
government, which means of course 
that punishment is only for tempor­ 
ary purposes, and after having ac­ 
complished this end 
will have no 
justice of God on a very low plane. 
Gods justice and make him act from 
the standpoint of goodness rather 
than ot justice, but merely chastise­ 
ment. This of course is placing the 
pustice of God on a very low plane. 
I .believe the time has come when 
men ought to preach that God hates 
sin, and that it really deserves his 
punishment, and that as surely as he 
lives he will punish it. Because we 
have failed to do this and have not 
cried out as true watchman to warn 
the people of their great danger,this 
low conception of God’s justice and of 
his determination to punish sin has 
come to be more or less established 
in the hearts of the people. To the 
question; “The wicked shall be turn, 
ed back unto Sheol.” 
I- 
It is the unchangeable law of 
God, that wicked men must turn to 
him or die. There is but one of two 
ways for every wicked man; regene­ 
ration or damnation. 
God’s law demands it. This is so 
because of his nature. There are 


moral deed and God cuts him down 
no objection can be made as to jus­ 
tice on Gods part. Oh, if we could 
get men to see that God hates their 
sins and longs to save them from 
their sins, we would have gained a 
great victory. If sin be such an evil 
that it required the death of Christ 
for its forgiveness, surely it deserves 
everlasting punishment. We judge of 
a disease by the remedy resorted to 
for its removal. If a powerful rem­ 
edy is applied we infer that the di­ 
sease is a dangerous one. It is only 
by Christ’s death that satisfaction for 
sin could be made to God. The sac­ 
rifices of the Mosaic law made cere­ 
monial atonement, .but there was no 
removal of moral guilt. In the latter 
sense they could not take away sin. 
The cattle on a thousand hills would 
have been offered in vain. God and 
silver have been the means of liber­ 
ating many a captive, but when we 
come into the realm of soul redemp­ 
tion, nothing but the blood of Jesus 
Christ will suffice. Money could not 
pay the money in ten thousand worlds 
like this could redeem one soul. The 
eternal word must become incarnate, 
Gethsemane must reverberate 
with 
his cries of anguish and Calvary** 
Cross must be bathed in his blood be­ 
fore God could be reconciled to. the 
sinner. Sin truly is a terrible thing 
We have considered that from the 
nature ot God sin must be punished. 
2. 
We will consider in the second 
place that from ‘the nature of sin it­ 
self it demands Gods punishment 
Sin in itself is destructive, its ten­ 
dency is downward, it thrives only iii 
its own company. There is nothing 
that could befall a sinner that would 
bring him more anguish and trouble 
than for him to 'be ushered with his 
sins into heaven with all ta pure, 
holy and sanctifying influences, heav­ 
en would (be a hell to such a tieing as 
that. John 19-20. “And this is the 
judgment, that the light is come into 
the world and men loved the dark­ 
ness rather than the light for their 
works were evil. For every one that 
doeth evil hateth the light and com- 
th not in the 
light 
lest his work 
should be reproved.” And yet I have 
heard men preach a mild sort of 
Gospel, the object being merely to get 
the people into th church. The church

From Oklahoma Baptist Journal. 


Sermon by Rev. J. T. Kevins. • 


(Psalm 9-17. "The wloked shall .: 


turned iback into ISheol. 'Even all the 
nations that forget God." 


The separation of 'the righteous and 


the wicked is necessary to the vindi- 
cation of God's justice. God hates 
sin, iuid for this reason sin must Ibe 
puLUhedi not as some have thought, 
in order that we may have bet'tei 
government, which means of course 
that punishment is only for tempor- 
ary purposes, and after having ac- 
complished this end will have no 
justice of God on a very low plane. 
God's justice and make him act from 
the standpoint of goodness rather 
than of justice, ibut merely chastise- 
ment. This of course is placing the 
jmstice of God on a very low plane. 
I .believe the time has cotne when 
men ought to preach that God hates 
sin, and >that it really -deserves his 
punishment, and that as surely as be 
lives he will punish it. Because we 
have failed to do -this and have not 
cried out as true watchman to warn 
the people of their great danger,'this 
low conception of God's justice and of 
his determination to tpunish sin has 
come to be more or less established 
in the hearts of the people. To the 
question; "The wicked shall he turn- 
ed back unto Gheol." 


1. It is the unchangeable law of 


God, 
that wicked men must turn to 


him or die. There is but one of two 
ways for every wicked man; regene- 
ration or damnation. 


God's law demands it This is ®o 


because of his nature. There are 


some who even deny ithat God pun- 
ishes the violators of this law. They 
look upon the precepts set forth in 
his Word as this life ends they will 
have no further use. But sin la pun- 
ished because of the nature of God, 
because his nature demands its pun- 
ishment. God hates sin, sin is a jar to 
the divine will a® imu-cli so as a planet 
out of its course would 'be to the 
planetary world (If a man does an Im- 
moral deed and God cuts him down 
no objection can Ibe made as to jus- 
tice on God's part. Oh, if we could 
get men to see that God hates their 
sins and longs to save them 'from 
their sins, we would have 'gained a 
great victory, 'If sin 'he such an evil 
that it required 'the death of Christ 
for Its forgiveness, surely it deserves 
everlasting 'punishment. We Judge of 
a disease R>y the remedy resorted to 
for its removal. Uf a 'powerful rem- 
edy is applied we later that the di- 
sease is a dangerous one. It is only 
by Christ's death that satisfaction for 
sin could ibe made to God Tie 
sac- 


rifice® of the Mosaic law made cere- 
monial atonement, .but there was so 
removal of moral guilt. Tn the latter 
sense they could not take away sin 
The cattle on a thousand hills would 
have been offered in vain. God and 
silver have 'been the means of liber-

>ay the money in 'ten thousand worlds 
ike this could redeem one soul. The

OKLAHOMA 


MOST OP THE 
CROP MILL BE 


HARVESTED BTi JULY FIRST. 


Board of Agriculture Will Be UuaJile 


To Show ax tiood a Report as 


._ 
Last Year. 


Cuthrie, Okla., June 25.—The wheat 


harvest in Oklahoma is now on in 
lull swing and. most of the crop will 
'be gathered 
by the first of July. 


Wn'ile the state board of agriculture 
"has not yet compiled figures upon 
the estimated yield of wheat for this 
year, 
indications 
from 
unofficial 


sources are that^ the total crop will 
be about 12,000,000 bushels. 


.The wheat yield in Oklahoma last 


iiear was a 
little 
over 
17,000,000 


Bushels. The acreage this- year, how- 
ever, has ibeen reduced 11 per cent 
and the growing condition, has fall- 
en considerably below the condition 
of wheat for the year 'before at var- 
ious stages of Its deveopment. It can 
scarcely be hoped therefore that the 
report of the 'board of agriculture 


** will show a total production up to 


the figures of last year. However, the 
last few weeks hav« been Ideal for 
the development of the crop and the 
condition 
has materially improved 


since the last report of the board 
of agriculture, indicating that the 
average yield per acre may come up 
to 12 bushels, although it is more 
'likely to be about 11 bushels per 


^ acre. Basing the total production up- 


on the 11 per cent reduction of acre- 
ege and this estimated yield per acre 
the total crop would not quite reach 
*he 12,000,000 bushel -mark. 


Scattering reports from over the 


state indicate that the wheat of this 
y«ar is of good quality, although'not 


4 quite up to the average 
yield per 


acre of last year. Late frosts and 
cold damp weather in the spring and 
early sximmer retarded the growth 
of the wheat crop in some sections, 
iwhile in the western and central por- 
tions of the state dry weather, high 
winds and hail reduced the crop to 
some extent. Remembering t'leir ex- 
perience of two jears ago when the 
^reen bug took 40 per rent of the 
>ear cvc-p reduced ihe : K. 
v 1 Kl to 


11,000,000 bushels, the farmers have 
reduced the acreage of uhpa*" \vithin 
•the last two vears until It is aiixnu 
40 per c=nt less than in 1907. With 
wheat selling ut tile beginning of the 
harve-t at from W 01 to $1 OS per 
bushel, however, the wheat growers 
of the btate will realize fully as 
much money from their crop thib 


i year as in 1908 a.nd possibly more 


The high prices of wheat tnis year 
and the predictions that wheat will 
maintain its skyward tendencies for 
some time to come it Is likely that 
a greater acreage of wheat will be 
sown this fall than last. 


The top notch price for wheat this 


year so far reported is being receiv- 
ed by the farmers near Covmgton in 
Ganfield county who have arranged 
to sell their wheat at $1.10 a bushel. 
ID. S. Wyatt of Hobart who marketed 
the first load of wheat 
in 
Kiowa 


county received $1.0S a bushel. The 
•wheat tested 59 pounds to the bushel 
and w«s of good Quality. 


There has been no report of scar- 


city of labor in harvesting the wheat 
crop in Oklahoma this year. WesHner 
conditions have been good for work 
Jn the harvest fields, most ot the 


rain falling in scattering showers. 
No general or soateing rains have 
been reported thus far during the 
wheat harvest.

Sermon by Rev. J. T. Kevins. • 


IP&alm 9-17. "The wicked shall be 


turned iback into Sheol. 'Even all the 
nations that forget God." 


The separation of the righteous and 


the wicked is necessary to the vindi- 
cation of God's justice. God hates 
sin, iUiU for this reason sin must Ibe 
pumahed not as some have thought, 
in order that we -may have bet'ter 
government, which means of course 
that punishment is only for tem-por- 
ary purposes, and after havin-g ac- 
complished this end will have no 
justice of God on a very low plane. 
God's justice and make him act from 
the stancipolnt of goodness rather 
than of justice, ibut merely chastise- 
ment. This of course )s placing the 
jmstlce of God on a very low plane. 
I .believe the time has come when 
men. ought to preach that God hates 
sin, and ithat it really -deserves his 
punishment, and that as surely as ne 
lives he will punish It. Because we 
have failed to do thLs and have not 
cried out as true watchman to warn 
the people of their great danger,'this 
low conception of God's justice and of 
his determination to tpunish sin has 
come to be more or less established 
in the hearts of the people. To the 
question; "The wicked shall be turn- 
ed back unto Sheol." 


1. It is the unchangeable law of 


God, 
that wicked men must turn to 


hhn or die. There is but one of two 
ways for every wicked man; regene- 
ration or damnation. 


God's law -demands it This is «o 


because of his nature. There are 


some, who even deny that God pun- 
ishes the violators of tnls law. Tney 
look upon the precepts set forth In 
his Word as this Hie ends they will 
have no further use. But sin is pun- 
ished because of the nature of God, 
because his nature demands Its pun- 
ishment. God hates sin, sin is a jar to 
the divine will a® much so as a planet 
out of its course would 'be to 'the 
planetary world (If a man does an Im- 
moral deed and Go4 cuts him down 
no objection can Ibe made as to jus- 
tice on Goi's part. Oh, if we could 
get men to see that God hates their 
sins and longs to save them from 
their sins, we would have igalned a 
great victory. 'If sin 'be such an evil 
that it required *he death ot Christ 
for Its forgiveness, surely it deserves 
everlasting 'punishment. We Judge ot 
a disease toy the remedy resorted to 
for its removal. Hf a 'powerful rem- 
edy Is applied we Infer that the di- 
sease is a dangerous one. It is only 
by Christ's death that satisfaction for 
sin coulfl ibe made to God The sac- 
rifice® ot the Mosaic law made cere- 
monial atonement, .but there was fio 
removal ot moral guilt. Tn the latter 
sense they could not take away sin 
The cattle on a thousand hills would 
have been offered in vain. God and 
silver have 'been the means of liber- 
ating many a captive, but when we 
t orae into the realm of soul redemp- 
iion, nothing Ibut the blood ot Jesus 
Dhrlst will suSfice. iMoney could not 
pay the money in 'ten thousand wondb 
like this could redeem one soul. The 
eternal word must 'become incarnate, 
Gethsemane nuvst reverberate 
with 


his cries of anguish and Calvary's 
Cross mus't be bathed in his blood be- 
fore God could Ibe reconciled to. the 
sinner. Sin truly is a terrible thing 
We have considered that from the 
nature of God sin must be punished. 


2 
-We will consider in the second 


place that from ttbe nature of sin it- 
self k demands God's punishment. 
Sm in itself is destructive, its ten; 
dency is downward, it thrives only in 
its own company. There is nothing 
that could toefall a sinner that would 
bring him more anguish and trouble 
than for him to 'be ushered with his 
sins into heaven with all ts pure, 
holy and sanctifying influences, heav- 
en would Ibe a hell to such a being art 
that. John 19-20. "And this is the 
judgment, *hat the light is come into 
the world and men loved the dark- 
ness rather than the light for their 
works were evil. For every one thai 
doe.bh evil hateth the 'Hgh-t and com- 
th not in the 
light 
lest his work 


should be reproved." And yet I have 
heard men preach a imild sort of 
Gospel, the oiUjeet ibeing imerely 'to get 
the people into th church.
